Temperance  an  1 prohibition  were  very 
thoroughly  ventilated,  and  the  body  en- 
dorsed the  resolutions  which  were  unani- 
mously adopted  by  the  last  State  Conven- 
tion, memorialising  the  next  legislature  to 
give  us  statutory  prohibition. 

The  association  generously  accorded  the 
editor  of  The  Baptist  all  the  time  he 
wished  to  present  the  claims  of  the  paper, 
and  the  result  was  that  a large  list  of  new 
subscribers  was  secured,  and  man}'  renew- 
als. 

This  body  has  a Sunday  School  Conven- 
vention  which  occupies  the  Lord’s  day  em- 
braced by  the  association.  Bro.  W.  A.

Catholic  and  liaptiHt  Growth. 

From  the  great  publicity  that  is  given  to 
everything  the  Catholics  do,  from  the 
christening  of  a baby  to  the  crowning  of  a 
pope,  it  is  sometimes  thought  by  many 
that  they  are  taking  this  country.  They 
leave  no  stone  unturned,  no  wire  untapped 
to  create  this  impression.  But  the  fact  is 
they  make  more  noise,  and  do  less,  than 
any  other  people  in  the  world.  Their  suc- 
cess must  be  humiliating  to  the  more  en- 
lightened and  ambitious  ones.  To  all 
those  who  look  upon  them  with  forebod- 
ings of  disaster  to.  our  free  American  insti- 
tutions, the  following,  taken  from  The  Ex- 
aminer, will  be  read  with  great  pleasure 
and  profit : 

“The  question  is  frequently  discussed, 
whether  the  Roman  Catholics  in  this  coun- 
try are  increasing  or  not.  In  one  sense 
they  obviously  are.  There  are  more  of 
them  than  there  were  ten  or  twenty  or  fifty 
years  ago.  But  have  they  made  any  real 
gains  otherwise  than  by  immigration,  and 
have  they  retained  all  their  immigrants? 
Probably  not.  A recent  Roman  Catholic 
writer,  using  their  own  statistics,  gives  the 
figures  thus:  Roman  Catholic  population 
in  the  United  States  in  1902—10,976,757; 
same  in  1890 — 8,301,367;  increase  in 
twelve  wars,  2,675,390;  Roman  Catholic 
immigration  in  the  same  period,  2,705,184; 
net  loss  to  the  church  in  twelve  years,  29,- 
794.  These  figures  probably  indicate  the 
facts  of  the  ease.  The  church  has  made 
comparatively  little  impression  on  the 
American  jxrople  and  American  life.  It  has 
lost,  and  is  losing,  at  a disheartening  rate, 
throughout  Europe.  It  is  trying  to  make 
good  its  losses  by  ‘conversions’  in  England 
and  the  United  States,  but  it  has  not  suc- 
ceeded. It  has  greatly  increased  its  estab- 
lishment and  its  machinery  here,  both  for 
work  and  for  display.  It  has  multiplied 
its  archbishops  and  bishops,  its  priests, 
seminaries,  schools,  cathedrals  and  other 
churches.  It  has  tried  to  capture  the  gov- 
ernment, and  otherwise  to  influence  our 
politics  and  get  tribute  from  our  treasury. 
Its  successes  along  these  lines  have  been 
more  than  they  ought  to  lx-,  but  are  far 
from  what  is  desired  by  the  church. 

“The  Baptists  had  in  this  country  a very 
small  beginning.  In  1784  they  numbered 
35,101.  The  latest  figures  ^ivc  them  now 
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4,269,063.  But  these  are  the  ‘communi- 
cants’ only.  To  get  the  Baptist  ‘popula- 
tion,’ including  the  children  in  the  families 
and  other  adherents,  and  thus  make  our 
figures  comparable  with  the’jCatholics,  we 
must  multiply  our  number  by  three,  and 
jx-rhaps  by  a larger  multiplier.  This  will 
give  us  at  least  12,907,189.  We  wish 
these  were  all  intelligent  and  effective  Bap- 
tists; and  our  Romanist  friends  haven  cor- 
responding wish.  But  our  numlx*rs  have 
not  lx-en  won  by  immigration.  They  have 
lx-en  gained  from  our  own  people,  and  we 
have  given  some  thousands  to  other  de- 
nominations. We  have  not  been  sustained 
by  a foreign  hierarchy  and  foreign  mopey, 
hut  have  sent  some  millions  of  dollars 
abroad  for  foreign  missions.  We  have 
built  schools  and  churches  and  asylums, 
and  have  not  asked  the  government  for  a 
dollar.  We  have  no  political  intrigues,  and 
are  not  asking  for  ‘recognition’  at  Wash- 
ington ; but  we  shall  vigorously  protest 
against  such  recognition  of  the  Roman 
Catholics  or  any  other  religious  denomina- 
tion." 

“All  Christians  Will  Yet  he  Baptists.” 

Such  is  the  prediction,  most  pleasing  re- 
cent prediction  of  a man  no  less  famous 
than  the  Rev.  I)r.  F.  B.  Mevefi,  of  London. 
He  is  one  ol  the  most  widely:  known  and 
read  preachers  of  this  day.  He  has  writ- 
ten as  many  hooks  and  delivered  as  many 
addresses  that  have  been  heard  and  read 
by  as  many  people  as  any  other  living 
man.  His  works  are  found  in  almost  every 
home,  while  the  devotional  part  of  no 
preacher’s  library  is  regardcid  complete 
without  them.  He  was  one  of  Mr. 
Moody's  right  hand  men  and  is  still  in 
close  touch  with  the  Xorthfieid  enterprise. 

It  was  during  the  course  of  an  address, 
just  a few  days  ago,  before  tile  Windham 
County  Baptist  Association,  held  at  Bart- 
tleboro,  Vermont,  that  he  prophesied  that 
all  the  world  would  yet  Ixvoitie  Baptists. 
Here  are  his  words: 

“I  mu  M)wtially  glail  to  I*  hrre  tonight  and  t.i  nd- 
divss  !>,tich  a company  ns  this.  I ftri  grateful  to  this 
church  and  its  ixisl-.r  lor  tlx  privilege  n Horded  me 
yesterday  ol  lxiptiz  tig  in  this  baptisdry  six  |xrsons 
who  sought  baptism  nt  my  hands.  I was  educated 
m n Baptist  cjollcge  and  was  n Baptist  pastor  for  sev- 
eral years  Called  to  the  church  in  London  of  which 
Newman  Hall  had  been  pastor,  I accepted  the  call  and 
took  up  the  Work  of  that  great  church.  1 Ixlicvc  in 
Ixlicvers'  immersion,  have  never  yet  Imptiied  a baby, 
and  never  intend  to.  I believe  nil  Christians  w ill  yet 
lx  Baptists  This  may  not  mean  a cessation  of  Pres- 
byterians. Methodist  and  Congregational  churches, 
hut  it  wi  I mean  thut  those  churches  w ill  Ixconqioaed 
of  immersed  believers.” 

I13  should  not  this  prediction  become 
true.'  What  hinders  any  lx-liever  from  lx-- 
ing  immersed?  The  scholarship  of  the 
tvorhl,  as  every  school  boy  now  knows,  or 
can  know,  is  agreed  upon  nothing,  so  thor- 
oughly, as  upon  the  fact  that  immersion  is 
the  baptism  that  was  taught  and  prac- 
ticed in  New  Testament  times,  and  with- 
out one  solitary  exception ; and,  for  the 
most  part,  tor  a thousand  years  after 
C hrist,  and  that  something  else  was  sub- 
'-only  in  cases  of  sickness,  etc.,  and 
whfen  came  into  prominence  only  as  the 
idea  of  baptismal  regeneration  gained 
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favor. 

As  Dr.  Meyer  says,  Methodists,  Presby- 
terians and  others  may  never  give  up  their 
churches,  but  come  back  to  immersion  for 
baptism  they  surely  will  do.  Immersion 
does  not  keep  anybody  from  Ixring  a Meth- 
odist, tor  many,  a very  great  many,  of

sively,  so  as  to  become  drunk.  Intoxi- 
cating liquors  are  harmless,  and  even  good 
for  many  things,  if  you  will  be  caretul  in 
their  use.  Like  other  good  and  powerful 
things,  their  abu$c  and  not  their  use  is 
hurtful,  and  is  toj  be  avoided.  Everv  one 
condemns  drinking  intemperatelv.  Does 
not  the  Apostle  slay,  Do  not  drink  wine  to 
excess  ?” 

Precisely  that  i|s  what  he  does  not  say. 
One  should  not  read  into  this  Scrtpture 
what  he  desires  tj>  get  out  of  it,  but  read 
out  of  it  what  Pail  wished  to  say.  Hear 
him:  “Be  not  drunk  with  wine,  wherein  is 
excess."  In  what  is  the  excess?  In  the 
drinking,  or  in  the  drunkenness,  which  is 
the  effect  of  the  dfinking?  Evidently  it  is 
in  the  drunkennes^.  The  plain,  the  neces- 
sary, meaning  is,  ‘fDo  not  get  drunk,  for  in 
that  intoxicated  state  there  is  excess” — a 
going  out.  passing  lveyond  due  limits, 
transgressing  any  measure,  extravagance 
in  speech  and  conduct. 

The  word  is  stronger  still.  We  should 
not  take  the  keen  edge  off  this  exhortation 
by  such  a vague  translation  as  "excess,  ex- 
travagance, riot.”  The  literal  meaning  of 
the  term  is  “without  saving,”  that  is, 
without  the  capacity  of  being  saved,  un- 
savable,  abandoned,  incorrigible.  And  the 
exhortation  is 


Be  not  drunk  with  wine, 
wherin  is  the  character  of  an  abandoned 
man,  one  who  cannot  lx  saved.”  By  all 
means,  one  should  ^ivoid  that  which  brings 
him  into  such  a lafnentable  condition.  A 
drunkard  cannot  take  in  the  word  of  life, 
cannot  come  underthc sanctifying  influence 
of  the  Holy  Spirif,  cannot  "inherit  the 
Kingdom  of  God.”— 1 Cor.  6:10.  There 
can  lx  no  regeneration  of  heart,  no  sancti- 
fication of  spirit,  no  reformation  of  life 
without  the  Holy  Spirit.  And  there  is  no 
room  for  this  Divine  Person  in  the  man 
who  is  full  of  intoxicating  liquor.  Hence, 
the  Apostle  follow*  the  prohibition,  "Be 
not  drunk  with  wine,”  with  the  exhorta- 
tion, “but  lx  filled  with  the  Spirit.”  One 
cannot  lx  full  of  bo|h. 

Now,  what  is  drunkenness?  When  is  a 
man  drunk  with  wine?  Is  only  he  a 
drunkard  who  getsjon  sprees,  goes  beyond 
all  measure  in  speech  and  conduct  occa- 
sionally, and  not  he  also  who  drinks  regu- 
larly and  moderaljefy,  as  he  says,  thus 
keeping  his  whole  system  in  liquor,  though 
he  may  have  himstflf  under  moderate  con- 
trol because  he  is  accustomed  to  such  con- 
dition ? My  close  observation,  with  sin- 
cere desire  and  hontst  effort  on  lxhalf  of 
these  “unfortunates,”  in  a ministry  of 
thirty  years  has  impressed  me  that  of  all 
others  the  regular  moderate  drinker,  whose 
whole  Ixing  is  saturated  with  liquor,  is  be- , 
yond  all  others  without  the  capacity  of  be- 
ing saved.-  He  is  too  foolish  or  stupid  to 
take  in  the  Gospel,  which  makes  wise  unto 
salvation.  He  is  tdo  full  of  another  spirit 
Jo  take  in  the  Holy  Spirit,  who  regenerates 
a d sanctifies  and  glorifies.  He  answers 
the  description  of  this  passage.  0,  do  not 
get  under  wine,  for  jin  that  condition  you 
will  be  without  the  capacity  of  Ixing  saved.

well  covered  with  names.  That  of  Sir 
Walter  Scott  may  still  lie  traced  among 
the  diamond  scratchings  on  the  window’. 
The  room  is  bare  and  cheerless  and  has 
only  a few  articles  of  old  furniture  in  it. 
No  time  is  given  us  to  describe  the  Museum 
but  a cheerful  look  into  the  garden  will 
light  up  the  otherw  ise  somber  appearance 
of  the  Shakespeare  house. 

1 he  Holy  Trinity  Church  where  Shake- 
speare is  buried  is  a truly  lieautiful  place. 
It  is  situated  upon  Avon  river  ami  sur- 
rounded by  lovely  trees.  The  visitor  should 
by  all  means  take  a boat  ride  upon  the 
Avon  river  past  the  church  and  above  the 
bridge.  This  ride  is  not  a long  one  but  I 
do  not  recall  a more  charming  one  in  any 
country.  The  church  is  approached 
through  a long  avenue  of  lime  trees. 

• yuite  apart  from  its  situation  ambits  con- 
nection with  the  immortal  bard  the  church 
is  a historic  one  and  indeed  is  a remarka- 
bly fine  building.  In  the  chancel  of  this 
church  the  Shakespeare  family  are  buried. 

William  Shakespeare  is  buried  in  the 
floor  of  the  church  and  over  his  dust  rests 
a stone  with  the  inscription  pronouncing  a 
blessing  and  a curse. 

‘‘('.cxxl  fricfld  for  Irsus  sake  forlxnrv. 

To  iligg  the  dust  cixlonxtl  hrarr. 

Blest  lie  ye  man  yt  spares  the*  stones. 

And  curst  lie  heyt  moves  my  bones.” 

Oft  times  the  subject  of  the  removal  of 
the  hotly  of  Shakespeare  has  been  discussed, 
Westminster  Ablx?y  and  other  places 
daiminga  rightto  his  burial;  butthis  bless- 
ing and  curse  has  settled  the  matter  and 
his  body  has  been  allowed  to  remain  in  its 
first  burial  place. 

By  his  side  lies  the  dust  of  the  beloevd 
Anne  Hathaway,  the  widow  of  the  poet. 
The  inscription  reads: 

"Hrcre  Ivcth  interred  the  Ixxly  of  Anne  wile 
of  W illiam  Shakespeare  who  Ilprted  this  life  the 
6th  day  of  Avgv  1623  being  of  the  age  ot  67  yeares.” 

The  Latin  verse  which  follows  mav  lie 
translated : 

‘‘Mother,  thou  gnvest  milk  and  life, 

Alas,  for  this  rich  gift,  I render  but  a stone. 

Would  that  some  blessed  angel  might  remove 
The  stone;  thy  form  appear  like  onto  Christ's. 

V»in  arc  my  prayers,  but  may  the  Saviour  quickly 

come, 

And  thou,  my  mother,  from  the  enclosing  tomb 
Ascend,  and  heaven  seek.  ’ 

There  is  also  a bust  of  Shakesjieare  in 
the  church.  It  is  probably  from  a mask 
taken  after  his  death.  In  the  records  of, 
the  church  among  the  baptisms,  1564,  is 
the  following  entry:  “April  26th,  Guliel- 
mus,  filius,  Johannes  Shakespeare.”  The 
lont  in  which  he  was  immersed  is  also  pre- 
served in  the  church. 

There  are  many  other  places  in  Stratford- 
on-the-Avon  to  be  visited,  such  as  the 
Memorial  Theater  and  Art  Gallery,  The 
Guild  Hall,  but  we  must  take  a walk  to 
Shottery.  I say  walk  for  really  that  is  the 
only  projxr  way  to  go.  It  is  a very 
picturesque  hamlet.  It  was  here  that  the 
boy  Shakespeare  dreamed  and  loved.  The 
walk  is  through  the  fields,  a narrow  lane, 
by  thatched  cottages,  in  front  of  which  are 
small  borders  brilliant  with  color,  tall  holly- 
hocks and  sunflowers  lending  a graceful 
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charm  to  the  scene.  The  jackdaw  in  his 
wicker  cage  hanging  against  the  wall  in  the 
sunshine,  rind  even  the  broken  flagstones 
of  the  garden  paths  lend  their  separate 
charm  to  the  scene  of  rural  simplicity. 

A sharp  turn  and  we  are  brought  to  the 
gate  of  Anne  Hathaway’s  cattage.  No 
palace  in  Europe  is  more  famous  than  this' 
humble  cottage.  No  shrine  has  more  visi- 
tors. The  long  two  storied  building,  made 
beautiful  by  the  hand  of  time,  hallowed  by 
the  memory  of  the  greatest  poet,  is  now 
one  of  the  most  precious  heritages  of  the 
English  people. 

A paved  path,  bordered  by  neatly  kept  • 
flower  liedff.ex  tends  from  the  gate  to  cottage 
door,  which  is  embowered  in  old  fashioned 
fragrant  creepers.  Tiny  la t iced  windows 
peep  out  from  lieneath  the  overhanging 
thatch.  A few  stone  steps  lead  to  the 
open  door.  The  cottage  is  furnished  in  a 
homely,  comfortable  style  with  old  oak, 
some  of  which  is  coeval  with  the  building. 
Here  William  Shakespeare  dreamed,  loved 
and  was  married. 

Here  ended  a second  visit  to  Stratford- 
on-the-A vein.  The  first  was  intensely  en- 
joyed, the  second  was  even  more  delightful 
than  the  first.

I cannot  see  how  the  assertion  "I  am  the 
way,”  and  the  command  “Follow  me" 
can  lx-  interpreted  as  meaning  anything 
hut  explicit  oliedience. 

Still,  I may  be  wrong,  and  if  so,  I am 
willing,  nay,  anxious  to  lx?  set  right.  So  I 
shall  be  very  glad  to  see  a further  explana- 
tion of  the  matter  in  Baptist.
